Great Britain at the»expence of the

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nion. He was now fent to Eton, 
where he remained two or three 
years.

During the illnefs 
pf the marchefe of Palermo, Am- 
brofio and Leopold formed a league 
pfintereft : we cannot degrade friend- 
fhip by. calling the cement which binds 
the vicious to each other by that facred 
name.

The wary Leopold, ever commit- 
ing crimes, was always provided 
with fatvos. The murder oe the 
archbifhop was a dangerous. enter- 
prife; but he was too well verfed in 
all the chicanery of prieiicralt not to 
be guarded againit contingencies ; he 
was therefore always armed with in- 
dulgences of every defcription, and 
abfolutions for all the fins ‘he ever 
did or ever fhould commit. Ambro- 
fio, too, was by his means equally 
well forufed.

king of Spain, on condition he fhould 
fend among them no other oiffrona- 
ries than Maidonado’s colleagucs. 
The court of Madrid acceded to this 
propofal, and jefuit mifhonartes were 
feleted to affift this aged pricit. 
This treaty difpelied the fears of the 
Guaranis ; they repaired to the Af- 
fumption, and divided themfelves in- 
to tribes, each of which built a 
{mall village, where, under the pa- 
ternal avihority of a jeluit, every 
individual learned to cultivate the 
earth, and the moft ufeful arts. ‘The 
number of thefe tribes foon encrcaf- 


ed; in,1734.they confifted of Unrty 


thoufand families. Every village 
had its alceade, whith was annually 
chofen by the inhabitants. ‘The vi- 
car watched over the execution of 
the laws, which were neither nume- 
rous.nor fevere ; the greateft punifh- 
ments confifled in fafting or impri- 
fenment; and it feldom happened 
that there was any caufe for their be+ 
ing inflicted ; for this peaceful and 
impocent people had not even the 
idea-of theft or murder, becaufe the 
jelunts did not permit any foreigners 
to emter their country. The {mall 
tax which the king et Spam requir- 
ed, was eafily: paid by exchanging 
the fugar, tobacco, and cotton, 
which a large portion of land, culti- 
vated by every inhabiant, who each 
dedicated two days in the week to 
this labour, produced. «The over- 
plus of this haevefi was deflined for 
the fupport of the@ick, the aged, and 
the fatherlefs. “he young men were 
taught the art of war; on feftivals 
they took from the public armoury 
ther {words and mufkets, and. after 
having been exercied, returned them 
spain to the armourer. Often did 
the invading Portuguele or Brazili- 
ans experience the effects of their 
ciicipline and their courage. ‘The 


villages were filled with {ehools for 
the inftru€tion’of children in reading 
and wrung ; they were taught every 


talents which nature had endowed © 
them; and nothing was wanting @ 
among them but luxury, vice and 7 
poverty. 2

One of the mott dittreffing calamities 
which refulted from the bombardment ot 
Copenhagen, happened to the family of 
proteflor Horneman. A bomb forced its 
way into his houfe, and dreadfully mutila- 
ted his three daughters. One had both her 
legs broken, and the others were maimed 
in nearly a finudar manner. 

It is a mott remarkable circumftance, 
that the fee and refidence of the bithop of 
Zealand, fituated near the church of our 
lady (which was burnt down), elcaped 
the conflagration. It had the fame good 
fortune in the great fire of 1727, and in 
the fire which did fo much damage a few 
years back. 

The Danes are making uncommon exer- 
tions to recruit their marine. It is ftated, 
that there were on the zoth ult. at fea, or 
in ,eadinefs fer fea, two fail of the line, 
three frigates, 13 brigs carrying from 14 
to 18 guns, one tchooner of 10 guns, feven 
cun-boats mounting irem 2 to 6 guys, and 
three (maller ones, befides numerous yawls, 
each carrying a gun, and in fome inftances 
four howitzers. Itis a fingular fa&, that, 
when the Danith fleet was furrendered tous, 
it was itaied that the ihips were unprovided 
with boats : they had been fent away, and 
kept concealed till the term of onr conveh- 
tion expired 3 when feveral hundred of them 
made their appearance in the harbour.— 
Many of thele have been fitted with guns 
for the annoyance of our trade in the Bal. 
tic. 

In the year 1785 his royal ttighnefs the 
crown prince received an, Englith-builet 
floop, as a prefent from his majetty the king 
of England. When the Engtth carried 
away the Danifh navy, and emptied the 
arfenal, they left this fioop as a mark of 
reipect. His royal highueis, however, on 
his return to Copenhagen, ordered thar 
this veffel fhould be manned with 16 Eng.

The crown prince of Denmark has ren- 
dered himéfelf particularly unpooular in his 
dominions, by the angry precipitaney ia. 

It 1¢ 
a tact not generally known, that when he 
fied trom Copenhagen in difgnife, he was 
taken by admiral Keate’s fquadron during 
his paiiuye over the Belt. He was imme. 
diately recogaifed, but our people, affeaR- 
ing not to know him, generoufly permitted 
him to continue his.routce. . He forced the 
cummand of Copenhag:m on genera!

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‘manr, who in vain urged his: advanced 
age as an excule tor his retirement front io 
weighty a reiponiibility, and now puniihes 
him for the natural conte: quence of that in- 
yofition.

Mrs. M*Coy kept a afeminary for 
young ladies, and had gone to town 
for the purpole of a accom p: anying fume 
of them to their parents till-after the 
holidays. The fervants, aware of her 
intention to fLop 1) fowl all hig rhits 
availed themfelves of her abf sable to 
havea per of fi iends. The nurfer: 
maid pu t to bed, asulu al, mrs. Ms Coy’ 3

The houfe and premijes adjoining 
were burnt to the ground. Mrs. 
M‘Coy’s life, for fome years palit, has 
been one continued fcene of misfortune 
and diftrela; afew years ago her huf- 
hand failed in bufinefs as a merchant ; 
and with a view to recover his fertune, 
went abroad, and took with him his 
two elder fons. The fhip in which 
they took their paflage foundered, and 
they, with many otheis, met an un- 
timely death. Mr. M‘Coy’s creditors, 
affected by the circumitance, prefented 
the widow with the freehold houfe in 
which the lived at Tottenham. She 
immediately converted it into a femina- 
ry; in order to fupport her two remata- 
ing infants, and had begun to feel {ome 
abatement of her afiiction, when this 
new and heavy calamity befel her. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
Upon further enquiry refpecting this 
calamitous event, we learn that lady’s 
mame is Maccaughey and not M‘Coy. 
Her hufband,.as we ftated, was drown- 
ed at fea. On hie death he left eight 
children to deplore his lofs. One of 
thele fubfequently loft his life by falling 
into a pond in his mother’s garden, 
while fhe was gone to church. She 
had {till feven children living. The 
two younger perifhed by the fire at 
their mother’s houfe on Monday night.
